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Applicant argued on page 4, second paragraph of the Remarks that Headrick fails to disclose or suggest that "the data input section 
further comprises at least one cell accumulation buffer and a slot assembly unit, the slot asembly unit being configured to receive cells 
from the at least one cell accumulation buffer and package the received cells into cell slots to be stored in the second memory, " the 
examiner respectfully disagrees. In particular, applicant argued that the "cell buffer memory 174" disclsoed in Headrick does not 
correspond to the "slot assembly unit" recited in claim 1. It is noted that cell buffer memory 174 of Headrick performs the functions of 
receiving cells at the data path buffers 182, 184, 186, 188, accepting/filtering cells, and 

packaging/allocating/assigning/incorporating/putting together the cells received and storing the cells in memory cell slots pointed to by 
memory pointers (see Figs. 7 and 10). Therefore, it reads on the claimed limitations of "slot assembly unit being configured to receive 
cells from the at least one cell accumulation buffer and package the received cells into cell slots to be stored in the second memory" as 
recited in claim 1 . 
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
